Loxpox, Aug 14 — Dr. Talmage
preached to-day from Luke 24:46, ““It Be-
booved Christ to Suffer.”

There have been scholars wnol
tured the sssertion that the paths of oar
Lord were unnecessary. Indeed, it was &
shocking waste of tears and blood and
agony, unless some great end were to be
resched. 1f men osn prove that no good re-
sult comes of it then the chmracter of God is
impeached, and the universe mnst stand ab-
horrent and denunciatory atthe fact that
the Father allowed the butchery of His only-
begotten Son.

Weall admire the brave 800 men deseribed
by Tennyson as dashing into the conflict
when they knew they must die, and knew at
the eame time that “someone had
blunder'd;” but weare abharrent of the man
who made the plunder and who cansed the
sacrifice of those brave men for no use. But
I #hall show you, if the Lord will help me
this morning, that for good remsons Christ
went throngh the torture. In other words,
“it behooved Christ to suffer.”

The Debt of Man Mast Be Pald.

First—In the first place I remark that
Christ’s lncerations were necessary, because
man's rescue was an Impossibility except by
the payment of some great sacrifice.

Sometimes people suffer b
thay cannot helr themselves; but Christ had
in his bands all the weapons to punish his
enemies, and yet in quiescence he endured all
outmage. He might bave hgried the rocks
of Go ha upon his rumeu: he might
have cleft the sarth until it swallowed up
his nssaliants; he might have called in rein-
foreement or tnken any thunderbolt from
thie armory of God Omunipotent, and hurled
it seathing and firey among his foes; but he
answered not in.

Uh my hearer! has there ever been in the
bistory of the world such an example of en-
during patience as we find in the Cross.
Some of you suffer physical distresses: some
of you have life-long ailments, and ﬂu{
make you fretful. Sometimes you thin
that God has given you a cup too deep and
too brimming. Sometimes you see the
world laurhing and romping on the high-
ways of life, and you look outol the window
whiile seated in invalid's chair.

Tne Unparalleled Sufferings of Christ,

1 want to show you this morning one who
had worse pains in the head than you have
ever had, who was wounded in the bands
and wounded in the jeet, and suffered all
over; and I want that example to make you
more enduring in your suffering and to
make you say: “Father, not my will, bat
Thine be dope.” You never have had any
bodily pain, and you will never have any
bodily paln that equaled Christ's torture.

Some of yon are persecuted. There are
those who hate you. They criticise you.
They would be glad to see you stumble and
fall. They have done unaccountable mean-
nesses toward you. Sometimes you fteel
angry. Yon fesl as if yon would like to re-
vort. Stop! Look at the closed lips, look at
the still band, look at the beantifai de-
meanor of your Lord.
back uﬁnln. Oh! if you oould only appre-
cinte what he endured in the way of perse-
eution, you would never complain of perse-
eution, The words of Christ would be your
word<: “Father, If it be poasible, let this oup
pass from me: but 17 not, Thy will be done,
*“It behooved Christ to suffer” parseoution,
that he might abhow you how to endure per-
secution.

Some of you are beraft. It is no random
romark, because thers is hardly a family
here that bas not passed under the shadow,
You have been bereft. Your house fs a dif-
ferent place from what it used to be. The
same furniture, the same books, the same
pictures, but there has been a voice hushed
there. The face that used to light up the
whole dwelling has vanished. The pattdr-
ing of the other feet does not break up the
loneliness. The wave has gone over t
soul, and you bave sometimes thought what
you would tell him when he comes back: but
then the thought has fiashed upon you, he
will never come back! Ah! my brother, my
gister, Christ has sounded all that depth.
Jesus of the bereft soul is here to-day. Be-
hold Him! He knows what is to weep attLe
tomb. It seems to me as if all the storms of

14.—The
funeral of John Morgan, who was murdered
br his son Thomas, oceurred at 3 o’clock
this afternoon from his lste residence in
Cumberland township, Greens eounty. It
was probably the largest funeral ever seen
in the sounty. There were nearly 400 car-
risges snd buggies, and estimates of the
attendance ranged from 1,500 to 2,000 per-

The faneral services were brief and with-
out speoial incident They were conducted
by Rev. T. J. Bristow, pastor of the New
Providence Presbyterian Ch and con-
visted of a prayer at the house, which
the remains were viewed by those who
could mﬂ.ﬁu to the church.

For a time
many people were afraid to venture from
their homes.

A few words were
uohlnged.yl,nd without & word of warning
Stnrgeon fired at Will Brown from the re-
volver with which be had terrorized the
neighborhood. The shot passed through
Brown’s cheek and out near his ear, and
siruck the other brother on the jaw. The
two Brown boys, with blood . from
their wounds, wrestled with Sturgeon and
rtripped him of his revolver, after which
they gave him such a severe t‘hulhlng that
it is doubtful if he will recover. By the
time assistanoce arrived the two men present-
ed a pitible sight, and the assailant lay un-
conscious on the ground, with the iwo
wounded brothers standing over him. The
Browna were seriously hurt, and Sturgeon
is reported to be dying.
